Referring to the 
Siberian expedi- 


tion. Reinsch will say: 


"A certain amount of friction arose 


concerning the attitude to be taken to- 
ward local populations. The adher- 
ents of the Kolchak regime virtually

should be employed lor the native sup- 
port of that government. The moie 
reactionary elements were disappoint- 
ed by the strict policy of, non-inter-

"Everything opposed to the author- 


ities who courted foreign favor was 
denominated 'bolshevik'. No distinc- 
tions were drawn. 
'Bolshevik hunt-

' The people of Wisconsin will this year 
elect a governor lo succeed Emmanuel L. 
Philipp—Ihal is. it is lo be hoped they 
will. Mr. Philipp has not indicated wheth- 
er he will be a candidate again or not. 
Some well informed politicians are of the 
opinion that he will stand for another 
term, in order to keep himself before the 
people until a chance to become a candi- 
date for the senate more favorable than 
the present offers itself. Mr. Philipp 
should not. however, inconvenience him- 
self too much to further his-political am- 
bitions. Wisconsin is no ingrate. If, for 
instance. Senator La Follcttc could be 
re-elected, as many with good argument 
assert he could, there is no reason why 
the governor should not "conic back" 
after giving the gubernatorial seat a 
much needed rest. 
( It is time Wisconsin had a change of 
administration. Mr. Philipp out-served 
his usefulness to the stale before the 
United States engaged in war. Two'years 
ago a well-known and aggressive citizen 
drew this fact very clearly to the atten- 
tion of the people and came within a few 
hundred votes of overthrowing the Phil- 
ipp machine. That man was Roy P. \Vil- 
cox, who is now very consistently a can- 
didate for Republican nomination for 
governor. 


Mr. Wilcox deserves and should receive 


this nomination. He deserves it because 
of his courageous opposition to Philipp 
on -war policies which were of vital con- 
cern to the record of Wisconsin in that 
conflict^ He should have been elected at 
that time, and had the aggressive sup- 
porters of the nation realized the strength 
of his following there is no question but 
what the extra effort that meant"victory 
would have been put forth. Mr. Wilcox 
would have made a far better war gov- 
ernor than the present incumbent, and it 
is a matter of deep regret that he or a 
man of his type was not at the head of the 
slate government through this crisis.

PARTIES AXD ISSUES. 


\ In America third parties .seldom get 


anywhere. Ouly in the midst of a great 
national crisis, and armed with a vital 
and commanding issue thai had been 
weakly evaded by both the old parties, 
could a third party draw the votes of a 
decisive majority. This was 
clearly 


shown in 1912. Under the existing condi- 
tions even a genuine reformer devoted lo 
and full of failh in his "mission"' musl 
choose either the Republican or Demo- 
cratic parly machine as the means lo- 
ward his end. For nol appearing lo rec- 
ognize this necessity Mr. Hoover is un- 
qucslionably open lo practical, criticism. 
Failing lo choose either of Ihc only two 
means toward his end—whatever thai 
may be—he seems to have losl any possi- 
ble opportunity to attain thai end. 


Bui when we pass on from the prac- 


tical view, il must be admitted there is 
something in Mr. Hoover's intimation 
thai the man who chooses either of the 
old parlies on the habis of their present 
platforms and aims can give no very def- 
inite or important reason for his choice. 
**I am being urged by people in both par- 
lies," Mr. Hoover has said, "lo declare my 
allegiance to either one or the olhcr. 
Those who know me know that I am able 
lo make up my mind when a subject is 
clearly defined. Consequently, until il 
more definitely appears what Ihc parly 
managers stand for I musl exercise a pre- 
logaiivo of American Citizenship and de- 
cline to pledge my vote blindfold." Those 
who think in terms of the pasl inevitably 


regard this as absurd, but those who look 
open-mindcdly upon only the issues of 
the present cannot, after all, lind il so 
very absurd. And this for the simple 
reason that, except in minor matters and 
in old prejudices, the two parties have lo 
a large extent come together on general 
policies. 


In former limes the chief distinguish- 


ing dili'crcnce was thai Ihe Republican 
party was the parly of federal centraliza- 
tion of power and the Demrcratic parly 
was the parly of stale rights, but both have 
greatly modified their original position in 
this particular, the Democrats having 
done much to forward Ihe expansion of 
federal 'power and Ihe Republicans now 
showing a tendency to appeal to the doc- 
trine of stale rights. Both have modified 
their former positions on that old and 
overworked "paramount" issue, the tar- 
in'. On the leading questions of the hour, 
both stand for the league of nations, the 
chief differences being matters of detail; 
both stand for national woman suffrage; 
neither as a party opposes prohibition; 
both call for economy, for constructive 
legislation to convert abnormal war con- 
ditions into economic stability. The only 
real choice seems to be whether the Dem- 
ocrats or the Republicans can do these 
things the more wisely, and well. But if 
it be admitted that there is now no vital 
issue differentiating the two old parties, 
it must also be admitted that a political 
reformer declining to make a choice 
should himself announce a distinct and 
vital issue produced by the country's 
needs, and this Mr. Hoover has not done. 


THE MINIMUM SCHOOL SALARY. 
The decision of the school boards to fix 


a minimum wage of $1,000 to be paid Ap- 
plclon teachers the coming year is well 
taken. We believe that is the very least 
that should be paid a teacher competent 
to give instruction in any branch or de- 
partment of the school. This should rep- 
resent a living salary and something ad- 
ditional to those who accept service at 
the minimum rate. Some teachers by the 
very nature of their work, or possibly due 
to their own limitations, may teach at 
this figure for a number of years, and it 
represents no more than they will actu- 
ally need to take care of themselves com- 
fortably, enjoy necessary recreations and 
lay by Ihc proverbial saving for a rainy 
day. Every teacher should be put in at 
.least this position. 
_ 
.. 
. 


Above the minimum salaries should be 


fixed with due regard to the worth of the 
services performed and to the qualifica- 
tion of the teacher employed, including 
training and experience. Salaries should 
be such as to attract capable"teachers to 
Appleton, and to induce young men and 
women who are inclined toward it to 
adopt this profession. If our boys and 
girls grow, up with the common observaT- 
tion that teachers are poorly paid, they 
will certainly come lo look upon Ihis call- 
ing as one to.'be avoided, and ultimately 
we shall have an insufficient number of 
teachers. Salaries should also make il 
possible for teachers who make this their 
permanent occupation to live well, lo 
travel some, prepare for the responsibil- 
ities of a family, and to build up a com- 
petence that will provide for their neces- 
sities after retirement. 


There is no use denying the fact that 


the leaching profession al presenl does 
nol measure up lo these standards. Salar- 
ies in any department are'not what the 
rising generation would regard as any 
inducement whatsoever for choosing this 
profession. Moreover, il is a fact that the 
schools are today suffering from the con- 
sequences of this policy. Teachers are 
going out of the business, or arc moving 
to cities where comparatively high sal- 
aries arc paid. These arc mostly the bel- 
ler qualified teachers, so thai Ihc nel rc- 
sull is that the average quality of our 
leaching staff is being reduced and there 
is a shortage in supply. 


We believe the school boards of Apple- 


Ion mean lo solve this problem soundly. 
We believe their chief aim is lo provide 
Applelon with efficient schools and school 
facilities, and thai the cost lo Ihe lax- 
payer will be a mailer of secondary con- 
sideration, which h as it should be. We 
Irusl Ihey will be liberal in fixing Uu- 
scales above the minimum both in Ihe 
high and graded schools. This is one 
phase of public service which we cannot 
cheapen. It is the most important work 
in which the slate and the municipality 
is engaged, and il musl be directed and 
maintained accordingly.

Commission has issued a now code of 
boiler rules 
establishing standards 


for the construction 'and operation of 
stoum boilers. This code replaces the 
code adopted in <1 !>!.". 
The amend- 


ments to the previous code are, how- 
ever, in the main minor with the ex- 
ception that special provisions arc 
added for the first time relating to 
boilers 
with a pressure under 100 


pounds. 


Boilers are recognized in all states 


as constituting a great hazard when 
improperly- constructed or operated. 
In Wisconsin there have been com- 
paratively few boiler explosions, but 
last year there was an explosion 
which wrecked a creamery at Loyal 
and killed both the proprjetor and 
liis one employe. 
There are boiler 


codes in nearly all states, and the 
Wisconsin code corresponds closely 
to .he uniform oode recommended by 
the American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers. The Wisconsin code was 
drafted by an 
advisory committee, 


composed of one representative each 
of boiler users, boile.r manufacturers, 
boiler insurance companies, and .boil- 
er inspectors. The laws of the state 
require thai all boilers which are not 
used exclusively for agricultural pur- 
poses, and 
whi'-h are not insured 


shall be inspected by the Industrial 
Commission. All other boilers 
have over 
10 horse power, and a' 


pressure of above !."> pounds are re- 
quired to bo inspected twice annual- 
ly, once internally, and once externaJ- 
ly.

inspect ions, a fee is 


charged which pays a part of the ex- 
pense. 


The great majority of all boilers in 


manufacturing plants 
in this state 


are insured and inspected by insur- 
ance 
companies. 
such inspec-

charged with inspecting directly.
